In the course of the speech in reply to Sen- 
ator Cullone delivered by Gen. Palmer Mon- 
day night the latter said:

to tuuch on this question of the admission of 
new States, because he has put it in the power 
of Senator Cullom metaphorically to blacken 
his eyes, smash his nose, and loosen his teeth 
in the combat. i 

Ten years ago, when the census of 1880 
showed that Dakota had a population of 
135,000, the Republican party began urging its 
admission to the Union. The Democrats op- 
posed it steadily and maliciously ; first as one 
State and as two after it had half a million. 
The Democrats knew it would go Republican, 
and kept it out for yeare for purely political 
considerations, though it had more people 
than five of the old States. Washington had 
75,000 in 1880 and was known to be increasing 
very rapidly, yet there had to be a long and 
bitter fight with the Democrats before it could 
become a State. They blocked the way be- 
cause they feared it would go Republican, and 
for no other reason. It had 349,000 people be- 
fore it could get in over the Democratic oppo- 
sition. The Dakotas, with 550,000, would still 
be Territories if the party to which John M. 
Palmer. belengs had remained im control of 
the Government. Such being its record, it is 
hardly m good taste for Mr. Palmer to criti- 
cise the Republicans for making new States. 

In the case of Montana, which has but 
131,000 now, or only about a third of Wash- 
ington, the Democrats made no opposition to 
its admission, for they thought they would 
earry it. They were mistaken, and have been 
sore and bitter about it. At the last session 
they made only a nominal fight against let- 
tingim Idaho. The word was passed along 
their line that it would go Democratic, and in 
spite of their bad luck with Montana the 
Democrats let it slip in, though it had but 
86,000 people. It, too, has gone against them, 
electing the whole Republican ticket, and now 
they are denouncing the Republicans for let- 
ting it in. 

There was something of a mistake all 
round in the case of Wyoming, which had last 
June a population pf but 60,000. The faiilt is 
mainly with the Territorial officers, who esti- 
mated it at 80,000. They may have calculated 
that the vote of 18,000 cast in 1888 represented 
the usual number of heads, forgetting that 
many of the ballots were cast by women. But 
Wyoming trebled its population between 1870 
and 1880. If it does as well in the present dec- 
ade it will have 180,000, or a full Congres- 
sional ratio, by 1900. As more railroads are 
pushing into the State, as the mines are being 
opened, and vast irrigating schemes projected, 
the population will increase with great ra- 
pidity in the nex@teri years. 

So far as the remaining Territories are con- 
cerned, the Republicans would be willing to 
admit Arizona and New Mexico, consolidated, 
regardless of politics, at any time. When 
polygamy is well crippled or destroyed they 
will be ready to add Utah to Nevada, no mat- 
ter what the political complexion of the new 
State may be. They will admit the Indian 
Territory when it is organized and ready. 
For the policy of the Republicans isto admit 
the Territories regardless of politics as soon 
as they are fitted for Statehood. The policy 
of Palmer’s party is to let in only those which 
there is reason to believe will elect to 


commercial hearts of Spanish-American na- 
tions.

The defense put forth on his behalf is that 
“‘ reciprocity with Spain is almost out of the 
question.“ If it is altogether out of the ques- 
tion why give Spain the benefit of an open, 
free market for Cuban sugar for nearly two 
years, and at the end of that time provide for 
reimposing but half the present duty? If 
there is % possibility that Spain will recipro- 
cate that possibility will be vastly stronger if 
that country knows that Cuban sugar can 
come in free only as the price of concessions 
to Western farm products. But any faint 
inclination to reciprocate would be killed out- 
right by the Aldrich amendment with its total 
remission till July, 1892, and the reimposition 
of but half of them after that time. That is 
not the way to encourage reciprocity. 
Besides, as has been pointed out again and 
again, if the Cubans. saw the sugar of other 
countries coming into this country free, 
while a dufy of $40 a ton was levied on theirs 
simply because Spain would not let Western 
food stuffs into Cuba free, the natives of the 
island would attend to that matter instanter. 
They would be independent ofgthe mother 
country in a month and Cuba Libre would 
be makmg its own treaties with the United 
States. ‘The fact that half of all the raw sugar 
imported last year came from Cuba and 
Porto Rico would make the need of action on 
the part of the islanders all the more urgent. 
If there can be no reciprocity with Spain, 
the Aldrich amendment was absurd. If reci- 
procity is possible it was unwise. In either 
case the amendment is something to be apolo- 
gized for, not defended. Only chumps can 
do the latter. 


REPUDIATES THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 

Col. Vilas made a speech at Milwaukee 
Tuesday in which he stated with brutal frank- 
ness the motives whieh govern the Democrats 
of that State in their warfare on the Bennett 
law. It is not religious feeling which actuates 
them. It is not the fears of an interference 
with the natural rights of parents.” It is 
hatred of the Englishlanguage. The law is to 
be broken down because it requires the teach- 
ing pf the English language. So little respect 
is left for that tongue among the Wis-
